Intelligence from Bombay, received at Buffara te 29th ef De- 
certber, 1782. extradted from letters, dated Bowbay, the 
2tth of September, viz. 

** After a fecond adion with the French fleet on the 12th 
of April, Sir Edward Hughes proceede* with his fquadron to 
Trincomale ; having refitted the feveral (hips, he failed again 
from thence the 14th of June, and anchored at Negapatnam 
road the next day to watch the motions of the enemy. On 
the gth of july the French feet appeared in fight, and the day 
after Sir Edward had another engagement with them, in which 
he gained a decided fuperiority over them, and had not the 
wind fhifted, and thrown a part of the Englith. fquadron out of 
action at the very time when fome of the enemy’s {hips had 
broken the line, and weré running away, and others were great- 
ly difabled, there is great reafon to believe fome of their line 
of battle thips muft have been captured. One of them, the Se- 
vere, ftruck to the Sultan, but while the Sultan was wearing to 
join the Admiral, fhe made what fail the could, fired, and rak- 
ed‘ the Sultan, without fhewing any colours, and then got in 
amongft her own fhips: Sir Edward fent the day after to 
Moafieur Saffrein to demand this thip, but MonGeur Suffrein 
returned for anfwer, that the halliarde of her énfign had been 
fhot away ; that her colours had come down in confequence of 
this accident, and had not been intentionally {truck. 

“* The French fleet in this aétion conlifted of ten fhips of 
the line, the Englith Hannibal of 5, the frigates La Fine, 
Bellona, Naid, and Dilligent; the Englith fleet of the eight 
line of battle hips which were before-with Sir Edward, the 
Sultan and Magnanime, the Ifis and Seahorfe.. The lofs an 
our fide was Captain Maclellan of the Superb, killed ; fix other 
officers wounded, 77 men killed, and 233 wounded.

MYailed With Sir Richard Bickerron for Madrafs, as did likes 
wife the Latham, which had been all the rains waiting to be 
docked. The Hinde cutter (which Sir’Richard was bringing 
to India from Rio Janeiro) the Minerva ftorethip, the Majer, 
Norfolk, and Nottingham, parted company off Triftan da Con- 
tra, in lat. 37, South, and have net fince been heard of, ex- 
cept the Minerva, which was la(t feen by fome of the fquadron 
to. the Eaitward of the Cape, {tering more to the Southward 
than the other fips, with intention, as was fappofed, of going 
the outward paflage to Madrafs..

July ; they were fuppofed to be the thips from China, which 
pafled the Straits of Malacca, the roth of March Gen. God- 
dard, Mefl. Draper, Gambier, Griffiths, Bruce, and feveral o- 
| thers, had taken their paflage for England, in the Neptune and 

Royal Admiral, and the Mercury was td be difpatched to Buf- 
fora, after the departure of thofe fhips. The peace with the 
Mahrattas was ftill uncertain, and the Carnatic much in the - 
fame fitnation, as it was for fome time before.”

powers. Moreover, you fhall Acquaint the Nuneio, that previ. 
ous to my taking any difagreeable itep againit his Matter, t 
once more ietreat the Pope to anfwer me, without delay, no- 
ways doubting but his acknowledged wifdom and prudence 
will induce him to do it ina fatisfactory manner, and conforma 
ble to that humanity which becomes vis dignity. Do not hide 
from him, that all the Roman Catholics fertled in my domini- 
oas of White Rukia, having turned from our orthodox faith of 
account only of the perfecutions catried on againit them, or their 
anceftors, in Poland, are ready, on the fir fgaal, to te-embrace
